These  six  chairs  were  part  of  a  set  of  ten, 
owned  originally  by  Dr  Barrow  of  Paulmier  Place,  Jersey  City,  and  they 
were  purchased  at  his  death  by  Nathan  Fowler,  who  married  (1852) 
Eliza  Harrington  Knapp;  eight  of  the  chairs  were  inherited  by  a  daugh- 
ter, Henrietta  Knapp  Cox,  who  in  1912  gave  six  chairs  to  her  niece, 
Caroline  M.  Green  (author  of  the  affidavit),  a  seventh  chair  to  her 
daughter,  Elizabeth,  the  eighth  chair  being  disposed  of  to  an  unknown 
person.  Caroline  M.  Green  sold  the  present  six  chairs  to  Lord  if  Taylor 
of  New  York,  from  whom  they  were  purchased  by  the  present  owner. 

No  Duncan  Phyfe  chairs  of  this  quality  have  appeared  at  these 
Galleries  since  the  sale  of  the  Louis  Guerineau  Myers  Collection  in  1932, 
and  a  set  of  six  is  unique  in  our  experience.
